About 30 people attended a second pub- 
lic hearing held by the township board on 
Tuesday, Sept. 13, to gather input on split- 
ting administrative duties between a town- 
ship supervisor and a proposed new town- 
ship superintendent. 

The Grayling Township Administrative 
Ordinance would delineate the duties of the 
Grayling Township supervisor and superin- 
tendent during the transition from a full- 
time supervisor with all inherent adminis- 
trative duties assigned by the board to a 
part-time supervisor with only statutory 
duties. The superintendent would be 
assigned all administrative duties previous- 
ly held by the supervisor. 

The board said it will discuss the ordi- 
nance again at its regular monthly meeting 
scheduled for 10 a.m. on Wednesday, Sept.

Terry Wright is scheduled to retire on 
Friday, Oct. 28 after holding the office for 
15 years.

RED CROSS EMPLOYEES KEPT LIFELINE 
OF BLOOD DONORS IN GRAYLING FLOWING

A labor strike initiated by some 
American Red Cross employees in 
Michigan forced the cancellation of 
an annual blood drive, but another 
blood drive allowed regular donors 
to be a day late and not a drop short. 

A “temporary work stoppage” 
caused the cancellation of a blood 
drive scheduled at the American 
Legion Post #106 on Wednesday, 
Sept. 7. Employees from Camp 
Grayling’s Maneuver and 
Equipment Training Site (MATES) 
assist with organizing and manning 
the blood drive. 

The sticking point in negotiations 
between management and employ- 
ees for the American Red Cross 
Great Lakes Services Region was 
the cost of health care insurance. 
Employees protested price hikes for 
their own health insurance as well as 
the cost for insurance for their 
dependents. 

Rosemary Nelson, who organizes 
the blood drives held at the 
American Legion, said she was not 
informed until late Tuesday after- 
noon that the blood drive would not 
be held due to a lack or Red Cross 
employees able to staff the blood 
drive, 

A blood drive, held at the St. 
Mary’s Church on Thursday, Sept. 


8, went on as planned. A skeleton 
crew of American Red Cross 
employees, based in Petoskey, 
manned the blood drive. 

“Pm just doing my job and col- 
lecting blood that is needed right 
now,” said Joy Raber, a collections 
operations supervisor from 
Petoskey. ““We’re all pitching in and 
helping out to do what’s needed.” 

Cindi Bauer, a donor recruitment 
representative for the American Red 
Cross, was not impacted by the 
strike. 

“My role is to work with manage- 
ment teams that are currently run- 
ning the blood drives in order to 
make sure we have enough blood 
for the hospitals and patients that we 
service,” Bauer said. 

Bauer said the strike hurt as the 
American Red Cross is a national 
and international organization. 
Administrators could have been 
called upon to send blood for 
Hurricane [rene along with special 
plans already in place to commemo- 
rate the lives lost 10 year ago during 
the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 

“When things like this happen, 
it’s very sad because it is important 
that we have a safe and adequate 
blood supply for everybody who 
needs it when and where we need 
it,” Bauer said, 


The St. Mary’s blood drive was 


specifically slated to collect o-nega- 
tive blood, one of two o-negative 
blood drives the church holds year- 
ly. Type o-negative blood can be 
given to any patient or accident vic- 
tim with other blood types, but peo- 
ple with o-negative blood can be 
given the blood in a critical situa- 
tion. 

Sixty-five people were scheduled 
for appointments at the American

“The more large pieces of the 
puzzle one takes off the table, the 
bigger the changes need to be in 
the remaining pieces,” he told the 
super committee. 

In other words, if Republican 
leaders continue to insist that any 
tax increases will not be allowed 
under any circumstances, then any 
other approach will be cuts, cuts 
and more cuts, in entitlements and 
in military and in domestic spend- 
ing. 

Democratic leaders also contin- 
ue their drumbeat that the rich and 
super rich should pay higher taxes, 
in one way or anther. 

Many members of the super 
committee already hold significant 
party leadership posts in Congress, 
so meaningful compromise seems 
impossible. 

Since the alternative to agree- 
ment from the super committee is 


domestic spending, Republicans 
seem to hold the upper hand. 
ee 

MIRACLES DO _ happen, 
though, at least once in a while. 

Many of these 12 committee 
members have been known to 
compromise on certain occasions, 
depending on the issue. 

Maybe this will be one of those 
times when the welfare of the 
nation will be placed before parti- 
sanship.

One of those was to clean the 
Aegean Stables. 

That’s about the size of the labor 
presented to the 12 members of the 
super committee, and I’ll leave the 
obvious comparison of the content 
of the stables to the imagination.

Maybe the 12 members of what 
is formally known as the Joint 
Select Committee on Deficit 
Reduction can pull of a similar 
near-miracle - but don’t bet the 
old homestead on it.

Grants foster 
bureaucracy 


To the editor: 

The Aug. 25, 2011 
Avalanche contained an 
article headlined. “Local 
officials develop wildfire 
plan.” The article reported 
that county officials are for- 
mulating an educational 
effort to save homes and 
prevent wildfires. The arti- 
cle went on to indicate that 
it hoped that grants could 
obtained to help with these 
efforts. 

My initial reaction wa 
why do they need grants? 
Isn’t this sort of thing we’re 
paying them to do? Why do 
they need a grant to get 
them off their butts? 

The concer I have with 
such grants is that they 
inevitably foster creeping 
bureaucracy expansion thus 
increasing tax burden. This 
is because when the grant 
runs out there will need to 
be an organization set up 
and funded to implement 
and continue the plan. 

The article cited three 


recent area fires as the need 
for education. The Howes 
Lake fire (started by light- 
ning), the Four Mile Road 
fire (started by sparks from 
a train engine) and the 
Meridian Road fire (started 
by burning brush). I fail to 
see how any amount of edu- 
cation would have prevent- 
ced these fires. 

An additional concern [| 
have ts that, in order to jus- 
tify their existence the new 
bureaucracy will have to 
recommend the enactment 
of ordinances such as 
restricting trees within cer- 
tain distances from build- 
ing. An issue that should be 
left to the risk managers of 
home insurance companies. 

Instead of establishing a 
larger bureaucracy to han- 
dle the education effort, I 
suggest enlisting the MSU 


Cooperative Extension 
Service. Education, after 


all, is their business.

Conservation District

A seedling has been in a 
seedbed for two years. 

A transplant is grown as 
this seedling, then trans- 
planted to a larger bed for 
another year or two to 
develop thicker = and 
stronger root systems. 

A. plug is: Berinated,s 
froin’ sééd in’ ‘lugs’ of peat” 
moss and other organic 
material for one to two 
years. Since the roots are 


established in the plug of 
dirt, they begin to put out 
new root growth and top 
growth fairly quickly. They 
experience much less stress 
during transplanting on 
your property as bare root 
trees do. 

Other environmental 
items available year around 
are: Books, deer repellent,

Last week. we observed at 
least 15 reasons from the 
Bible why for 2,000: years 
Christians have honored 
Sunday as the Lord’s Day to 
begin their weekl Q worship of 
Him. Making Sunday wor- 
ship mandatory started as 
Sunday was declared a day of 
rest by the Romans Emperor 
Constantine in AD 321. Later 
in AD 363 the Romans 
Catholic church prohibited a 
seventh day Sabbath by 
Canon 29 at the Council of 
Laodicea. In the Bible 
Sabbath is on Saturday, the 
seventh day of the week. 
Sunday is not called Sabbath 
because it is on the first day 
and not the seventh day of the 
week, 

The Sabbath day was a sign 
between God and jar racl and ts 
always the seventh day of the 
week. “I2And the LORD 
spake unto Moses, — say- 
ing, 13Speak thou also unto 
the children of Israel, saying, 
Verily my sabbaths ye shall 
keep: for it is a sign between 
me and you throughout your 
generations; that ye may 
know that Lam the LORD that 
doth sanctify you. 14Ye shall 
keep the sabbath therefore; 
for it is holy unto you: every 
one that defileth it shall sure- 
ly be put to death: for whoso- 
ever docth any work therein, 
that soul shall be cut off from 
among his peopic. [5Six days 
may work be done; but in the 
seventh is the sabbath of rest, 
holy to the LORD: whosoever 
doeth any work in the sab- 
bath day, he shall surely be 

ul to death.” (Exodus 
31:12-15). They could not 
even build a fire on the 
Sabbath. (Numbers 15:32-36; 
Exodus 35:3). 

The Sabbath day was given 
to Isracl and not to the New 
Testament Church. The 
Sabbath is for a perpetual 
covenant between God and 
Israel: = 16Wheretore the chil- 
dren of Isract shal] keep the 
sabbath, to observe the sab- 
bath throughout their genera- 
tions, for a — perpetual 
covenant. “I7It is a sign 
between me and the children

of israel! for ever: for i in six 


‘days the LORD made heaven 


and earth, and on the seventh 
day he rested, and was 
refreshed. 18And he “gave 
unto Moses, when he had 
made an end of communing 
with him upon mount Sinai, 
two tables of testimony, tables 
of stone, written with the fin- 
ger of God.” 

The church is clearly told 
not to be judged by Sabbath 
keeping because Christ has 
fulfilied these types and shad- 
ows on His cross: “13And 
you, being dead in your sins 
and the uncircumeision of 
your flesh, hath he quickened 
together with him, having for- 
given you all trespasses; 
14Blotting out the handwrit- 
ing of ordinances that was 
against us, which was con- 
trary to us, and took it out of 
the way, ‘nailing it to his cross; 
1SAnd having spoiled princi- 
palities and powers, he made 
a show of them openly, tri- 
umphing over them in it. 

I6i.ct no man therefore 
judge you in meat, or in drink, 
or in respect of an holyday, or 
of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days: I7Which are a 
shadow of things to come; but 
the body is of Christ.” 
(Colossians 2:13-17). 

This is also the teaching of 
Romans 14 which we are now 
studying. “SOne man 
esteemeth one day above 
another: another esteemeth 
every day alike. Let every 
man be fully persuaded in his 
own mind.” The Sabbath of 
Genesis was God's Sabbath 
and was never placed upon 
any buman until the Law was 
given to Israel. Jesus kept the 
Sabbath because He came to 
fulfill the law. Even churches 
that claim to keep the Sabbath 
on cither Saturday or Sunday, 
openly violate most of God’s 
Sabbath laws in the Bible.

Bishop Baraga Days will help» 


mark Diocese’s 40th anniversary 


The Diocese of Gaylord 
will host Baraga Days 2011 
in conjunction with the cele- 
bration of the 40th 
Anniversary of the Diocese 
of Gaylord. 


Father Frederic Baraga 
was the first of many 
Slovenian missionaries to 


come to the United States to 
help build up the American 
Catholic Church. He eventu- 
ally became the founding 
bishop of the Diocese of 
Marquette from 1853) until 
1868. 

The Diocese of Gaylord 
encompasses the 2] most 
northern counties of 
Michigan's Lower Peninsula. 
Bishop Baraga's first mis- 
sionary assignment was buill 
along the shores of upper 
Lake Michigan. 

Established from 1833- 
1835 it was called Arbre 
Croche and extended from 
present day Harbor Springs 
to Cross Village. Known as 
the “Snowshoe Priest”? and a 
pioneer of the American 
Catholic Church, Bishop 
Baraga traveled throughout 
northern Lower Michigan, 
many miles of which were on 
snowshoes. His legacy is 
apparent across the | 1,000 
plus square miles that make 
up the Diocese of Gaylord. 
From Cheboygan to 
Manistee, from the Leelanau 
peninsula to Alpena, streets, 
schools and buildings are 
named for him. 

Bishop Baraga’s talent for 
learning languages was put to 
use as he become skilled 
quite quickly on how to 
speak and eventually write 
Native languages - thus he is 
credited for spreading the 
Gospel among the local 
Ottawa and Ojibwe tribes. He 
authored 20 Native American 
books including Grammar 
and =Dictionary of — the 
Chippewa Language that is 
still in use today, He was the 
first bishop to write a pas- 


toral fetter in both the 
English and Chippewa lan- 
guages. 


Baraga Days is an annual 
event that celebrates this man 
and is sponsored by The 
Bishop Baraga Association. 


Headquartered in the Diocese 
of Marquette, the Bishop 
Baraga Association is dedi- 
cated to his memory and is 
the architect behind the annu- 
al Baraga Days celebration. 
Bishop Baraga’s cause for 
sainthood is currently under 
review in Rome, 

Traditionally Baraga Days 
consists of several compo- 
nents: a Mass celebrated in 
the Slovenian language with 
Slovenian music; a Mass cel- 
ebrated in English; visiting 
places, pilgrimage — sites, 
where Bishop Baraga lived or 
is celebrated; and a banquet. 

The festivities for Baraga 
Days 2011 will officially 
starl on Friday, September 
23, at The National Shrine of 
the Cross in the Woods, 
Indian River. The evening 
will begin with a 7 p.m. 
Vespers service that will 
include a choral presentation, 
special readings for the occa- 
sion as well as a blessing of a 
portrait of Bishop Baraga, 
painted by focal artist Jane 
Cardinal. The service will be 
followed by a dessert recep- 
tion. 

On both Saturday and 
Sunday pilgrimage sites will 
be open. Sites will include: 
Beaver Island, Burt Lake, 
Cheboygan, Cross Village, 
Gaylord, Good Hart, Harbor 
Springs, Indian River, 
Peshawbestown and 
Petoskey. 

The Slovenian Mass. will 
lake place on Saturday, 
September 24, at 6:30 p.m. at 
Holy Child Church, Harbor 
Springs. This will be fol- 
lowed by a dinner served in 
the Parish Hall. On Sunday, 
September 25, a Mass in 
English will be held at St. 
Francis Xavier Church, 
Petoskey. At 3:30 p.m. the 
Singing Slovenes will per- 
form at) North Central 
Michigan College. The 
Baraga Associaion meeting 
and Banquet will begin at the 
same place at 4:30 p.m. fol- 
lowing the singing perfor- 
mance.

LOVELLS TOWNSHIP 
Ordinance No. 0809 of 2011 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE LOVELLS TOWNSHIP 
ZONING ORDINANCE 


LOVELLS TOWNSHIP HEREBY ORDAINS: 
Section 1. Amendment of Section 2.02. 


Section 2.02 of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to add the fol- 
lowing terms and definitions in their appropriate alphabetical locations, which terms and 
definitions shall read in their entirety as follows: 


ANEMOMETER TOWER: A freestanding tower containing instruments for measuring and 
recording the speed of the wind, which is an accessory land use to a utility grid wind tur- 
bine generator. 


WIND TURBINE GENERATOR, ON-SITE OR PRIVATE: A wind turbine generator used 
primarily to generate electricity or produce mechanical energy for home, farm, or small 
business use on the property where located with a wind generation tower height of one 
hundred (100) feet maximum. Sale of electric power via Net Metering is allowed. 


WIND TURBINE GENERATOR TOWER HEIGHT: 

(1) Horizontal Axis Wind Turbine Rotors: The distance between the ground and the high- 
est point on the arc of the rotor wind blades mounted on a horizontal axis wind turbine 
generator. 

(2) Vertical Axis Wind Turbine: The distance between the ground and the highest point of 
the wind turbine generator including the top of the blade in its vertical position. 


WIND TURBINE GENERATOR (WTG), UTILITY GRID OR COMMERCIAL: -A tower, 
pylon, or other structure, including all accessory facilities, upon which any, all, or some 
combination of the following are mounted: 

(1) Awind vane, blade, or series of wind vanes or blades, or other devices mounted on a 
rotor for the purpose of converting wind into electrical or mechanical energy. 

(2) A shaft, gear, belt, or coupling device used to connect the rotor to a generator, alter- 
nator, or other electrical or mechanical energy producing device. 

(3) A generator, alternator, or other device used to convert the energy created by the rota- 
tion of the rotor into electrical or mechanical energy. 


Section 2. Amendment of Section 14.01. 


Section 14.01 of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to add the 
following new subsections P and Q, which shail read in their entirety as follows: 


P. WIND TURBINE GENERATORS, UTILITY GRID OR COMMERCIAL 

The purpose of this subsection is to establish requirements for the location of Wind 
Turbine Generators (WTG}, commonly known as wind turbines or windmills and 
anemometer towers over one-hundred (100) feet. Lovells Township recognizes that it is 
in the public interest to permit the location of wind energy systems within the Township. 
The Township also recognizes the need to protect the scenic beauty of the Township from 
unnecessary and unreasonable visual and audio interference. A WTG is allowed in all 
zoning districts subject to special land use permit approval and site plan review 

and subject to the following: 

1. AWTG shall be built at a distance from all property lines that is not less than one hun- 
dred percent (100%) of the height of the system tower including the top of the blade in its 
vertical position. 

2. The minimum vertical clearance from the blade tip to the ground shall not be less than 
twenty (20) feet. 

3. The sound created by the system shall not exceed fifty-five (55) DBA at the nearest 
property line of adjacent properties. 

4. The system shail comply with all applicable iocal, state and/or federal construction and 
electrical codes and aviation regulations. 

5. Before a WTG is installed, the owner shall notify the owner’s servicing electric suppli- 
er that the owner intends to install an interconnected WTG. 

6. All interconnected customer owned WTG's shall comply with all applicable Michigan 
Public Service Commission and electric supplier interconnection requirements. 

7. The owner of a WTG system shall establish and follow a regular maintenance program. 
8. An owner of a WTG system shall not be found to be a public or private nuisance if the 
system complies with the regulations of this section, notwithstanding any of the following: 
a change of ownership, temporary cessation or interruption in 

producing electricity by the system, or new technology. 

9, The owner shall provide documentation of conformance with any Federal Aviation 
Administration regulations. 

10. The owner shal} furnish, for the Township Board’s approval, a detailed decommis- 
sioning plan indicating the anticipated life of the project, the estimated decommissioning 
costs net of salvage value in current dollars, the methed of 

ensuring that funds will be available for decommissioning and restoration, and the antic- 
ipated manner in which the project will be decommissioned and the site restored. 

11. A WTG shall have automatic braking, governing, or a feathering system to prevent 
uncontrolled rotation, and shail have lightning protection. If a tower is supported by guy 
wires, the wires shall be clearly visible to a height of at least six (6) feet above the guy 
wire anchors. 


Q. WIND TURBINE GENERATOR, ON-SITE OR PRIVATE 

An on-site or private WTG is an accessory use allowed as a permitted use in any district, 
meeting the following standards, which shall also apply to anemometer towers one-hun- 
dred (100) feet or less in height: 

1. Designed to primarily serve the needs of a home, farm, or small business. 

2. Shall have a tower height of one hundred (100) feet or less. The minimum vertical 
clearance from the blade tip to the ground shall not be fess than twenty (20) feet. 

3. The distance between an on-site WTG and the property lines shall be equa! to the 
height of the tower including the top of the blade in its vertical position. The distance 
between an anemometer tower and the property lines shall be equal to 

the height of the tower. No part of the on-site WTG or anemometer tower, including guy 
wire anchors may extend closer to the property tine than the required setback for the dis- 
trict in which the unit is located. 

4, The sound created by the system shall not exceed fifty-five (65) DBA at the nearest 
property line of adjacent properties. 

5. The system shall comply with all applicable local, state, and/or federal construction and 
electrical codes and aviation regulations. 

6. An on-site WTG shall have automatic braking, governing, or a feathering system to pre- 
vent uncontrolled rotation, and shall have lightning protection. if a tower is supported by 
guy wires, the wires shall be clearly visible to a height of at least six (6) feet above the 
guy wire anchors. 


Section 3. Severability. 


If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any per- 
son or circumstances is held invalid, such invalidity shall not effect any remaining portions 
or application of this Ordinance, which can be given effect without the invalid portion or 
application. 


Section 4. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shall become effective eight (8) days after being published in a newspa- 
per of general circulation within the Township.

Grayling Recreation 
Authority (GRA), the gov- 
erning body for Hanson 
Hills, and the Grayling 
Rotary Club, a local service 
organization that has donat- 
ed thousands of dollars to 
build two disc golf courses 
at Hanson Hills, will host 
the Rotary Fall Flinger 
Fundraiser Disc Golf 
Tournament on Saturday, 
Oct. |. 

Event organizers hope the 
tournament will help the 
Rotary Club raise money 
for future projects and serve 
as a showcase for the park’s 
disc golf courses. 

Hanson Hills 
courses: a hilly 19-hole 
Professional Disc Golf 
Association (PDGA) course 
that sends players up and 
down a variety of inclines 
and terrain, and the new 
Pine Knoll course, which is 
mostly flat but sends play- 
ers through forest areas with 
a variety of obstacles. The 
Pine Knoll course can be 
played as a nine-hole course 
or as an [8-hole course 
since it has two different 
sets of cement tee pads — 
one short, one long ~ both 
of which offer different 
angles at the baskets. 

The Fall Flinger will 
incorporate both courses by 
offering three different divi- 
sions for participants: 
Beginner Division — 18 
holes on the Pine Knoll 
course, using both sets of 
tees ($15 registration fee); 
Recreational Division — two 
rounds, [9 holes on the 
PDGA course and [8 holes 
on the Pine Knoll course 
($20 registration fee); Open 
Division — two rounds, 19 
holes on the PDGA course, 
nine holes on the Pine Knoll 
course, and another nine 
holes on the PDGA course 
($20 registration fee). 

Event organizers said 
spectators are welcome and 
people will be able to walk 
the courses just to see what 
the sport has to offer. 

“Even if they don’t want 
to play they can come out 
and walk the course. It’s 
going to be a really pretty 
fall walk,” said Andy 
Moore, board member of 
the Grayling Rotary Club. 

“This is an opportunity 
for people who haven’t disc 
golfed before to learn, 
watch, or do it themselves, 
at least get a sense of what 
it’s about,” said Justin

We want 
people to come out and try 
disc golf” 

What is disc golf? Players 
throw discs from designated 
tee areas into round metal 
baskets that have chains 
hanging inside. The chains 
stop the dise and allow it to 
fall into the cage’s basket. 
Like regular golf, the goal is 
to get the disc into the bas- 
kel in as few throws as pos- 
sible; also, like regular golf, 
each hole has a designated 
par score, Players use dif- 
ferent discs depending on 
distance; some discs are 
“drivers,” some are “put- 
ters,” and some are designed 
for middle distance. It’s also 
possible to just use one disc 
for the entire round, 

Dise golf is free to play at 
Hanson Hills. Andre said 
approximately 40 peopte 
play the courses at Hanson 
Hills every day. Andre said 
it takes about 30 minutes to 
play nine holes at the Pine 
Knoll course and about an 
hour to play 18, The PDGA 
course takes longer. 

“We've got guys that will 
come oul and play two or 
three times per day,” Andre 
said, 

Players are people of ail 
ages, Moore and Andre 
said, 

“Young people, old peo- 
ple, men, women — that’s 
what we wanted,” Moore 
said, “(Disc golf) is perfect

for people who don’t have a 
lot of bucks and want to get 
(some) exercise.” 

Fall Flinger participants 
will receive a “players 
pack” that includes a cus- 
tom disc. Moore said he’s 
going to have coney dogs 
for sale at the event for 
players and spectators. The 
event will also feature a raf- 
fle with a variety of prizes, 
including a portable disc 
golf basket. 

The Fall Flinger will start 
at 9 am. on Saturday, Oct. 
1, at Hanson Hills. Players 
can register between 8 a.m. 
and 9 aim. Registration 
forms are also available 
now at Hanson Hills and on 
GRA’s website, www.han- 
sonhills,org.,. |... 

The Rotary Club: wills use 
the money raised from the 
tournament for future com- 


munity endeavors, Moore 
said, Past and current 
Rotary Club projects 


include: Black Bear Bicycle 
Tour sponsorship, a $5,000 
scholarship for a local stu- 
dent, monetary help for the 
skate park, chicken BBQ 
during the AuSable River 
Festival, installation of bike 
racks in the area, and more, 
Moore said. 

“We spend a tot of money 
on the community,” Moore 
said, “We’ve always got a 
lot on the table.”

The township was facing 
cuts in revenue sharing, and 
eliminated janitorial, lawn 
care and snow plowing and 
removal contracts. Those 
duties were taken on by 
township employees. 

“They all stepped forward 
and the job is still getting 
done,” Long said, 
“Everybody put shoulder to 
shoulder together and we’ve 
been able to do more with 
less.” 

Long is in favor of assign- 
ing the township superin- 
tendent duties to Bob Dixon, 
the township’s building 
inspector and = zoning 
enforcement officer. Dixon 
has agreed to take on the 
extra with no extra pay. 

Dixon was appointed to 
serve as deputy township 
supervisor earlier this 
month, Dixon, who was 
appointed to serve as the 
building inspector eight 
years ago, is not eligible to 
be appointed as the township 
supervisor because he lives 
in Kalkaska County’s Bear 
Lake Township. 

Wright is paid about 
$52,000 plus a fringe benefit 
packages that costs the town- 
ship about $30,000. 

Ashton said Wright’s pay 
was increased over the years 
as result of cost of living 
increases and education he 
received as a_ township 
supervisor and tax assessor, 

Long said passing the 
ordinance would offer a 
chance to bring financial 
expenditures in line with 
what it costs to operate the 
township. He said it would 
be foolish for the board and 
citizens to pass up the oppor- 
tunity to bring a_ fresh 
approach to local govern- 
ment. 

“We can’t go back and 
have this trial again,” Long 
said. “We’re trying to think 
outside the box and still get 
the job done.” 

Ashton said adopting the 
ordinance is the only way the

Otherwise, the supervisor 
that will be appointed will 
receive the same salary that 
Wright is getting. 

Under the proposed ordi- 
nance, the township supervi- 
sor would handle all statuto- 
ry delegated duties such as 
signing legal documents, 
financial documents and 
budgets, (tax assessment 
roles and overseeing town- 
ship board meetings. The 
person would be paid $1,500 
per year plus travel expens- 
es. 

Grayling Charter 
Township Board Trustee 
Duane Brooks said the town- 
ship should at least give the 
new administrative proposal 
a shot until the 2012 elec- 
tions. 

The township board will 
have 45 days to appoint a 
supervisor following 
Wright’s retirement. Failure 
to make an appointment 
would result in Gov. Rick 
Snyder mandating that a spe- 
cial election be held. 

“If we pass this ordinance, 
we can put somebody in 
there for the next 14 
months,” said Brooks, 
adding that he does not plan 
to run for reelection next 
year, “You can throw us all 
out in the next election.” 

Township resident Randy 
Sedgwick, who is a former 
township zoning enforce- 
ment officer, was in favor of 
the township saving some 
money. 

“For [4 months, what do 
we have to lose,” said. 

The township just hired 
Cindy Reetz to serve as a tax 
assessor for $50,000. Reetz 
is a retired level-four tax 
assessor from the State of 
Michigan. She has the high- 
est level a tax assessor can 
achieve in the state and is not 
asking for benefits. 

Former Grayling 
Township Tax Assessor Curt 
Marshall, who retired three 
years ago, was paid $68,000. 

Wright was serving as the 
township’s tax assessor. Pat 
Kangas, a township secre- 
tary was studying to be the 
assessor, but recently left the 
township for a new job. 

Grayling Township 
Trustee Shawn Kraycs, who 
attended his first meeting 
Tuesday after serving a tour 
of duty in Kuwait, said the 
township could save about 


ler administrative — 


$72,000 over the next year. 
The savings would come 
from hiring the new assessor 
at a lesser salary and having 
Dixon handle the day-to-day 
administration for the town- 
ship. 

Savings beyond one year 
would require a closer exam- 
ination of the budget. 

“That’s when you have to 
start putting the real pen to 
paper,” Kraycs said, “To say 
what’s going to happen after 
14 months is looking into a 
crystal ball.” 

Grayling Township resi- 
dent Norm Schmoock ques- 
tioned the change in town- 
ship leadership along with 
why the township had to 
send out a second tax bill to 
correct an error. 

“Things are going on in 
this township that don’t look 
good,” Schmoock said. 

Grayling Charter 
Township Treasurer Cindy 
Olson said there was a com- 
puter error with the tax bills 
and did not want to get into a 
situation where people were 
pointing fingers at each 
other. 

Ashton said she was not 
convinced that approving the 
ordinance was the way to go 
and there may be a person 
who is qualified to fill 
Wright’s shoes. 

“There are people out 
there that can do the job and 
they probably could learn it 
quickly,” Ashton said, 

Grayling Township resi- 
dent Curt Jansen questioned 
creating two positions at a 
lime when the economy is 
struggling, 

“Government never 
shrinks - it just gets bigger,” 
Jansen said. “I’m not against 
bigger government if there is 
@ reason.” 

Jansen also said the town- 
ship would lose the benefit 
by not having a supervisor in 
direct contact with citizens 
on a day-to-day basis. 

“It’s not all about just 
money,’ Jansen said. 

The board decided to hold 
off on making a decision on 
the ordinance until this 
week, Township Trustee 
Bruce Zalobsky was hospi- 
talized last week and was not 
at the public hearing. 

“T think it would be valu- 
able to have their input,” 
Olson said about having 
Wright and Zalobsky at the 
meeting.
